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THE LOCAL 

BOOSTER MEETING 

A SUCCESS 

Large Attendance Present and Interesting 
and Enthusiastic Addresses Made 
by Prominent Speakers. 


The booster meeting given last 
Thursday night in Metropolitan 
Hall under the auspices ot the San 
Mateo County Development Asso¬ 
ciation was a big success. There 
was a large attendance, the hall 
being well lilled with ladies and 
gentlemen of this city, as well as 
delegations from the north end 
of the county and San Bruno. 

President W. A. Brewer of the 
association called the meeting to 
order about 8:30 p. m., after Jack 
Martin had rendered some excel¬ 
lent selections of music on the 
piano. 

Mr. Brewer said, “We have 
been discriminated against by the 
railroad company for the past for¬ 
ty years. The passenger rate from 
San Francisco across the bay for 
many years has been $3 a month 
and 10 cents fora single trip for 
ten miles. It should be 10 cents 
from San Francisco to this city, as 
it is less than ten miles. Next 
Saturday the association will meet 
with the State Railroad Commis¬ 
sion in an endeavor to see if rates 
down the Peninsula cannot be ad¬ 
justed. Every citizen of South 
San Francisco who possibly can 
should be at that meeting.” 

W. J. Martin of this city follow¬ 
ed. He said, “We are all of us 
from Missouri. The people ot inis, 
day want to know things. We 
want to know why the people 
across the bay are prosperous 
Avliile we are not. Alameda coun¬ 
ty calls itself a coast county and 
wants the state coast highway. 
The counties of the Peuinsuia-San 
Francisco, San Mateo and Santa 
Ciara-are now unanimous for the 
great state highway down through 
San Mateo county. The moment 
the dift is turned for it, this coun¬ 
ty will bond itself to build a system 
of good roads, dow n the bay shore, 
ocean shore and into various sec¬ 
tions of the county.” He spoke 
of railroad discrimination, and 
said that if the people of this coun¬ 
ty were in earnest in this matter 
they would get results. He urged 
all who could to go to Redwood 
City this afternoon, when there 
would be a hearing before the 
railroad commission on the sub¬ 
ject of discrimination down the 
Peninsula in railroad passenger 
rates. 

QJ. M. Custer of San Bruno was 
the next speaker. He said the 
passenger rates down the Peninsu¬ 
la should be lower. On the other 
side of the bay the electric rail¬ 
roads sold commutation tickets, 
notwithstanding that Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Black of the United Railroads 
said there were none sold in the 
United States. Mr. Custer read 
a law passed on March 24, 1911, 
which provided against discrimi¬ 
nation by railroad and other pub¬ 
lic utility companies, and provid¬ 
ing certain powers on the railroad 
commission. 

Chairman Brewer then said, 


| “the present personnel of the rail- 
1 road commission is different from 
what it has been in the past. 
Former ones had boon dominated 
by the Southern Pacific Company. 
We are going before this honor¬ 
able board on Saturday with our 
complaint. We may not succeed 
in having fares lowered, but we 
will light this thing to the last.” 

E. E. Cunningham of this city 
complimented the work of the 
development association. He 
spoke of the necessity of good 
roads. “We will never have a 
prosperous county unless we have 
good -roads. Where you see bad 
roads you see proverty and back¬ 
ward people. San Francisco, San 
Mateo and Santa Clara counties 
will pay about 30 per cent of the 
$18,000,000 state highway fund, 
and the coast highway should be 
in this section. The state high¬ 
way is only a beginning. This 
county must have a system of 
good roads. Supervisor Casey 
favors that idea now as he is a 
good road builder. 

Supervisor Jas. T. Casey said 
the road question is a very impor¬ 
tant one. We will no doubt have 
the state highway through this 
county. ' He favored bonding the 
county for a system of good roads. 

The addresses were closed with 
that of E. I. Woodman of The 
Enterprise, who complimented the 
work of the development associa¬ 
tion and said that good would re¬ 
sult from its efforts.

Railroad Commission Will Hear Com¬ 
plaints on High Railroad Fares 
Down the Peninsula. 


To-day will commence a legal con¬ 
test by the’San Mateo County Develop¬ 
ment Association before the California 
Railroad Commission in Redwood | 
City ommencing at 3 o’clock p. m. 

The association has retained Attor¬ 
ney Seth Mann of San Francisco in 
addition to its own attorney, Geo. C. 
Ross of this county. 

The attorneys will endeavor to show 
by facts and figures that the Peninsula 
is being discriminated against by the 
Southern Pacific Company in the 
rates it charges for passenger traffic as 
compared with those from San Fran- 

on account of their being required to 
buy securities to protect the govern¬ 
ment. 

The San Mateo County Development i 
Association took the first big step in 
the impending battle with the South¬ 
ern Pacific Company for cheaper rates 
on the Peninsula, by voting at its 
meeting Tuesday night to engage Seth 
Mann to fight its legal battle. A con¬ 
ference is being held at Redwood City 
this afternoon with the State Rail¬ 
way Commission. At this meeting 
plans will be formulated and a decision 
reached as to the best manner of pro¬ 
cedure. 

oThe great need of our town is shade 
trees. The board of city trustees are 
going to inaugurate a tree planting 
campaign and earnestly request all 
property holders to assist them in 
every way in protecting and caring 
for the young trees when planted. 
When the people of South San Fran¬ 
cisco wake up to the fact that we have

IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


Seven bandits raided the Pedrazzini 
mine, in the Chispas camp, district of 
Arizpe, Sonora, recently and carried 
away money and stores. 

The operation which Drs. Raymond 
and Grinda performed on Don Jaime, 
second son of King Alfonso, last Wed¬ 
nesday, proves to have been success¬ 
ful. The young patient, who was 
taken to Fribourg by his mother, will 
remain several weeks for treatment. 
His throat and ears have been affect¬ 
ed to such an extent that he has here¬ 
tofore been practically deaf and dumb. 

A gigantic revolutionary plot against 
the administration of Honduras was 
unearthed on August 19th when Theo¬ 
dore Hernandez and M. Ugorta were 
arrested. Letters were found reveal¬ 
ing the whereabouts of hidden arms 
and ammunition.

From all indications he is a victim 
of quick consumption and reduced al¬ 
most to a skeleton. His wife and chil¬ 
dren are constantly at the bedside, 
sadly awaiting the end.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


Every day men of public standing 
are rallying to the suffrage standard 
in Southern California. On August 
12th Judge Cyrus McNutt, a man 
prominent in the up-building of the 
southern part of the state, gave an 
address in the headquarters of the Cali¬ 
fornia Political FTquality League. 
Judge McNutt exploded the “Might- 
is-Right” argument of the anti-suf¬ 
fragists by saying, “Not in its force 
but in the consent of the governed 
lies the country’s power. Not ten per 
cent of the American voters are enti¬ 
tled to fight. From 18 to 45 are the 
fighting years, three before the men 
may vote and only 24 warrior years 
after he has attained his majority.” 
Judge NcNutt said further, “Let me 
say now and forcibly that every crook 
in California is against women suf¬ 
frage, not those in jail particularly, 
but those who are out. The big cor¬ 
porate interests are against woman 
suffrage and many banks are against 
it. They say that there are now too 
many voters and they would, if they 
could choose the restrictions them¬ 
selves, eliminate many of the present 
men voters.” 

Judge McNutt was followed by 
Judge Church of Fresno who said, 
“What suffragists are striving to do 
is to incorporate in all women the 
feeling of justice and sense of responsi¬ 
bility. This act of justice to Califor¬ 
nia women cannot be long in forth¬ 
coming. It is in the air t nd the hand 
of fate is writing it and cannot be stay¬ 
ed.”

When 
Admiral Togo mounted the gang¬ 
plank the crowd cheered vociferously, 
and he turned and smilingly bowed 
his acknowledgment.

Cable dispatches from Port Limon, 
Costa Rica, tell of the loss of fifteen 
lives in the explos on of a powder 
magazine at San Jose. The dead in¬ 
clude two army officers, three soldiers 
and ten civilians. 

Police and private detectives and 
officials of the Los Angeles Hiberian j 
Savings Bank are mystified over the 
disappearance of a large amount of ! 
money from that institution under re¬ 
markable circumstances. From all ac- ; 
counts, the loss is anywhere between 
$15,000 and $60,000, the former being 
the figure admitted by the bank heads. 

The jury in the case of Benjamin 
Bettini, charged with the murder of 
James Quicpace in the Depot saloon 
at Caliente last January, have re- j 
turned a verdict of manslaughter, after 
being out more than ten hours.

The accident occurred near Con- j 
sett, England. 

A MISSING LINK DISCOVERED 

The last known survivor of the Mill 
Creek and Deer Creek Indians, whose 
atrocities made hideous pages in the 
annals of early California, was cap¬ 
tured two miles from Oroville while 
attempting to steal meat from a 
slaughter-house. Driven from the fast¬ 
nesses of the Feather River country 
by forest fires, he was taken to the 
Oroville jail. 

Indians of surviving tribes were 
summoned, but were unable to talk 
with him. A number of deputy sher¬ 
iffs offered him food. By way of ex¬ 
periment, a knife, fork and spoon 
wore laid beside a tin plate loaded 
with potatoes and meat, but the sav¬ 
age took no notice of them, clawing 
the pieces of meat apart with his 
bands. He was shown firearms, but 
did not comprehend their use. 

No one knows what to do with him, 
no charge having been placed against 
him. The Deer Creek and Mill Creek 
Indians were obliterated in a series 
of battles in the early sixties, and it \ 
has been believed that none of them 
survived. 


TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


The entire time of the exposition 
directors Tuesday afternoon was de¬ 
voted to a conference with Congress¬ 
man Julius K.ahn relative to the re¬ 
ception of President Taft upon his of¬ 
ficial visit to San Francisco in October 
to break ground for the opening of the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition. A tele¬ 
gram which Kahn received from the 
President’s summer home at Beverlj, 
Mass., v'as read to the board of direc¬ 
tors. It embodied the itinerary of the 
President from Los Angeles to San 
Francisco, and from the latter city to 
Ogden, Utah. Plans were discussed 
by the directors relative to the pro¬ 
gram to be arranged upon the visit of 
the President. 

A communication- has been sent to 
the directors of the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition by tho Ber¬ 
keley Chamber of Commerce suggest¬ 
ing a great Panama-Pacific Exposition 
rally in the Greek Theater of the Uni¬ 
versity of California, following the 
ground-breaking exercises this fall. 
The letter suggests that there is no 
other place about the bay more appro¬ 
priate for such a rally, and that this 
affair would do much in advertising 
the exposition. 

Notes given to the now defunct Cali¬ 
fornia Mutual Live Stock Insurance 
Company to secure the payment of 
insurance premiums are not collect¬ 
able, under a decision rendered in the 
Superior Court of Oakland by Judge 
H. C. Gesford. Not only may collec¬ 
tion of the notes be not enforced, but 
money accepted by the company on 
premiums must be returned. 

The arrangement and design of the 
septic tanks which have been planned 
to take care of the sewage of Lodi 
have met with so much criticism that 
Dr. Snow, secretary of the State Board 
of Health, has visited Lodi to heanthe 
arguments and disputes. He made a 
careful examination, and said that 
while the tanks are well arranged, it 
might be necessary to make some 
changes. 

Collector of the Port of San Fran¬ 
cisco F. S. Stratton will make his of¬ 
ficial report to the Government pure 
food authorities at Washington con¬ 
cerning a cargo of 60,000 pounds of 
tea consigned to a San Francisco mer¬ 
cantile house by Chinese exporters, 
and which, after being examined by 
Federal chemists, has ben found to 
have been colored artificially.

SAN FRANCISCO TO NEW YORK 

Californian Will Try to Fly From San 
Francisco to New York. 

Robert G. Fowler, an unknown but 
skilled aviator of Los Angeles, is the 
first formal entrant in the coast-to- 
coast flight contest for the $50,000 
prize. 

C. Fred Grundy, a millionaire Cali¬ 
fornia sportsman, who has been quiet¬ 
ly training Fowler in Los Angeles 
since last January for the 3500-mile 
trip and who is defraying all the ex¬ 
penses to the approximate amount of 
$35,000, dashed into New York Mon¬ 
day afternoon to file the necessary 
fourteen days’ formal notice and left 
for the Pacific Coast Tuesday after¬ 
noon. 

Fowler, who is 27 years old, will fly 
a Wright biplane on which he is finish¬ 
ing a post-graduate flight course at 
Dayton, O. He will start from San 
Francisco September 10th. He will 
follow the northern route of the South¬ 
ern Pacific Railway, crossing the 
Sierra Nevada range in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Colfax, Cal., at an altitude of 
6700 feet. 

His transcontinental air route leads 
by way of Reno, Nev., for sixty miles 
over Great Salt Lake, in Utah, cross¬ 
ing the Rocky mountains between Lar¬ 
amie and Cheyenne, Wyo.; passes 
Omaha, Des Moines, Chicago, then 
south tow'ard Pittsburg and finally 
north through upper New York and 
finishing along the Hudson river.

While John D. Rockefeller was play 
ing golf with Captain Levi T. Scofield 
and others in a foursome at the Forest 
Hill links, Cleveland, Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, Standard Oil stock was soaring on 
the New York curb market. It went 
up a total of 47 points during the 
morning. 

Rockefeller’s play was interrupted 
several times while he received and 
sent telegrams. It is believed that he 
was directing buying operations that 
caused the remarkable rise. 

All messages were received and sent 
by Rockefeller's private operator at 
his home. The answers as received 
were delivered to the oil king by a 
boy on a bicycle. Rockefeller’s hold¬ 
ings increased in value $11,000,000 be¬ 
tween breakfast and luncheon. 

TORPEDO BOATS IN 
GREATjURRICANE 

Vessels at Charleston Navy Yard 
Are Hurled Ashore 

The storm which swept the South 
Atlantic coast Sunday night left its 
imprint on the Navy. Six torpedo 
boats were wrenched from their moor¬ 
ings at the Charleston Navy Yard and 
tossed as toys high upon the beach. 
Many buildings of the yard are be¬ 
lieved to be wrecked. 

No estimate of the damage can be 
made because of the interrupted tele¬ 
graphic service.

“Hawaii is making great prepara¬ 
tions for the opening of the Panama 
canal,” said I). L. Conkling, Treasurer 
of the Territory of Hawaii, at the 
Stewart Hotel, San Francisco. He has 
just returned from the East, where he 
disposed of a $1,500,000 bond issue for 
the Territory, the proceeds of which 
will be used in various internal im¬ 
provements, principal among which 
are harbor enlargements, which will 
be necessary to meet the trade expan¬ 
sion expected with the opening of the 
Panama canal. 

The weather bureau will not be per¬
